physicians were particularily prompt to- 
day in reporting cases, seventeen of 
them appearing in persan early in the 
day at Dr. White's officer.

High Mortality in Prussia is 
Bad News to Berlin. 


No New Cases at Hamburg, 
is Authorities’ W ord. 


France is Protecting Fron- 
tiers—Deaths in Austria.

HAMBURG, Sept. 4.—The authoritics 
declare there are no new cases of 
cholera in Hamburg. 
Thirty-one Russian emigrants, who 
arrived here with the Russian who died 
of the disease, and who were bound for 
the United States, as well as a thou- 
sand others who were discharged from 
the Hamburg-American line steamer 
Moltke, have been detained on board 
the company’s steamer Bulgaria, an- 
chored in midstream in the Elbe, off 
Brunshausef, for four days without the 
diséase breaking out among them. 
They have, however, been subjected to 
a thorough fumigation and all their 
baggage has been disinfected. These 
emigrants have been examined daily 
by the company’s doctors, and ff to- 
morrow passes without symptoms of 
the disease, the Bulgaria will sail for 
the United States Thursday.

In anticipation of cholera reaching 
Berlin, the government began the 
erection yesterday of two barracks for 
cholera patients or suspected illness 
near Berlin, and also established an in- 
spection station for river traffic.

HE GOVERNMENT PRINT SHOP. 
With the approval of the Presi- 
dent, Public Printer Palmer has dis- 
missed two foremen in the Goverr- 
ment Printing Office, on charges of ip 
subordination. This action is supposed 
to be the outcome of the recent in- 
quiry conducte! by the Keep Comruis- 
sion appointed for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the affairs of the office. It is 
intimated that there will be further 
changes. later on, and that Public 
Printer Palmer will be one of those 
whose heads will fall into the basket. 
The report of the commission was sub- 
mitted to the President some time ago, 
but it nas not yet been given to the 
public. There are well-defined intima- 
tions that the report reflects seriously 
upon the administration of the print- 
ing Office, and that the ultimate out- 
come will be an investigation of the 
office by Congress. 

An investigation of this branch of 
the public service is no doubt a much- 
to-be-desired consummation. It is 
questionable, however, whether an im- 
partial, thorough and just inves- 
tigation of the Government Printing 
Office is possible at the hands of Cvn- 
gress. That body is so involved in the 
toils of political favoritism and sup- 
posed political “policy” that it may 
well te doubted whether it is capab!e 
of making an impartial investigation 
of this subject. 

For many years the Government 
Printing Office has een dominaied by 
the Typographical Union, which has 
held its crip upon the institution by rea- 
son of the cowardice and subserviency 
of politicians in both houses of Con- 
gress. During all these years it has been 
impossible for a printer not a member 
of the union to obtain employment in 
this public institution. HK is a re- 
proach to the national government that 
the control of the public printing office 
has thus been given over to the dom- 
ination of a secret society, the mem- 
bers of which are banded together to 
secure for themeelves certain rights 
agd privileges which are denied to 
other workmen equally competent and 
equally deserving, merely because the 
latter prefer not to join the union. 
The government has neither mora) nor 
constitutional right to make discrim:- 
nations of the sort for or against any 
of its citizens. Supposedly, the govern- 
ment of the Unted States is “of the 
people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple.” not “of the trades-union, by the 
trades-union,. and for the trades- 
union.” It is bound to give every citi- 
zen under the flag an equal opportu- 
nity, so far as government work of any 
kind is concerned. The government 
should know no such thing as a trades- 
union nor any monopo'istic organiza- 
tion. In permitting the Typographical 
Union to. dictate the Inside manace- 
ment of the Government Printing 
Office, a manifest wrong has been p-r- 
petrated upon the vast majori'y of citi- 
vens and taxpayers who are not mer- 
bers of the union. 

It is a notorious fact that the gov- 
ernment has been robbed, persistentiy 
systematically. in this great inet,- 
tution, which is maintained at publ-c 
expense, for the convenience and ben«- 
fit of the government and the pnbii-, 
and in which all reputable citizers 
have an interest. Work performed ‘n 
the Government Printing Office has 
cost the government from 50 per cent. 
to 200 and 300 per cent. more than it 
would have cost if performed by pri- 
vate contract. Often, the work has 
been of inferior quality, and an unnec- 
essary amount of time has been con- 
sumed in its performance, in cases 
where expedition was an all-essentia!l 
requisite. Favoritism and petty rraft 
shave prevailed to a disgusting extent 
in the management of this office, be- 


} longing to the people, not to the Typo- 


smyphical Union. 


It is indeed time ‘or 
& searching, impartial investigation of 
the whole establishment by a compe- 
tent tribunal. 

Some two or three years ago, in the 
well-remembered “Miller case,” the 
President gave out an order to 
the effect that the Government Print- 
ing Office should be an.“open shop.” 
At the time there was much bluster- 
ing declamation against the Presi- 
dent's sensible and just decision. We 
were told that the President and his 
order would be defied by the union, and 
threats were even made that Mr. 
Roosevelt, then an avowed candidate 
for the Presidency, would be defeate! 


The manner in which Mr. Roosevelt 
was defeated is familiar history. His 
election, by the largest popular ma- 
jority ever given to a candidate for 
Office in the world’s history, was a 
complete vindication of his position. 
But his promise that the Government 
Printing Office should be an “open 
shop” has been ‘fulfilled in name only. 
The office has been conducted, since 
his declaration in the Miller cane 
much the same as it was before con- 
ducted—in the interest, and largely for 
the benefit of the Typographical Union. 
Is it not about time to make the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office an “open shop” 
in fact as well as in name? Shall the 
President's guaranty be made good, or 
shall it be continuously, systematically 
and intentionally ignored? Is the gov- 
ernment of the United States a suover- 
eign power? Or is it subservient to 
the demands and the commands of 
trades-unionism? 


E BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 
Nine years ago when this period 
of prosperity began to develop, 
students of economic conditions were 
sneered at by the unthinking because 
they pointed to the increased bank 
clearances of the country as a sign of 
more activity in our industries. The 
clearinghouse banks of the country at 
that time reported clearances week by 
week struggling up to the billion 
mark. During all these years thease 
bank figures have been rising, until last 
week the volume of clearances for the 
United States rose to $2,384,811,201. 
This is an Increase of nearly 240 per 
cent. Where $1 was moving then $2.50 
is working now. Of the forty-eight 
‘cities in the country whose banks re- 
port through their clearinghouses, 
thirty-two report a larger business than 
& year ago, and the net increase in 
business through the banks is 35.6 per 
cent. larger than it was at the same 
date last year. So it has been prob- 
ably every week in the nine-year p>- 
riod reviewed briefly here. So long as 
these conditions continue In the banks 
there need be no fear of industrial de- 
pression in the country as a whole. 
Take another kind of industrial 
barometer. The commercial agencies 
reported last week a much less number 
of failures in business for the week 
than for the corresponding week last 
year. Not only this, but the gross 
amount of indebtedness involved was 
less. When we consider the great ex- 
pansion going on all the time in the 
number of houses in business and also 
of the continually increasing capita! 
employed, this fact becomes most sig- 
nificant. If we were to go back to 1896 
a would appear that failures, unlike 
bank clearances, have decreased year 
by year, at least in proportion to the 
volume of business transacted. 
These may be regarded as somewhat 
negative evidences of prosperity and 
of promise of its continuance. More 
positive evidence is at hand. Railroad 
earnings for August show an increase 
of mearly 5 per cent. over the cor- 
responding month in 1904. Im- 
ports for the last week in tuze 
month, at the port of New York, 
showed an increase of over one milion 
dollars over the corresponding ‘week 
a year ago, and exports an increase of 
over one million and a half. It is en- 
couraging to see an increase in busi- 
ness in both exports and imports, for 
money is supposed to be made both 
ways, but it ig particularly gratifying 
to know that for every dollar sent to 
pay for foreign goods we get back a 
dollar and a half for goods we sell our 
neighbors. The balance is on the right 
side. 
The great crops of the country are 
about all gathered, and they are gen- 
erally as good as they promised to be. 
The corn crop, which is not yet 
gathered, is well out of harm's way 
and is one of the largest on record. 
The cottop crop is somewhat smaller 
than expected, but it is good, and prices 
promige to be good, 
The business world is very watchful 
and keen. Those who direct its affairs 
make close calculations on all the con- 
ditions of the present and prospects of 
the future. They seem to see nothing 
ahead to interfere with the business 
activity now ruling. The Illinois Steel 
Company has booked orders for sice!l 
rails for 1906 delivery amounting to 
over three hundred thousand tons, 
enough to keep all the mills busy up 
to the first of July of next year. So the 
current runs in all the great in- 


dust ries.

Gen. Von Trotha was unti) recently 
in command of the German forces in 
Southwest Africa, but has now been re- 
moved from his position because of the 


outcry of public opinion. His down- 
fall was due to the pubiication is Ber- 
lin of the full text of a proelernation 
to the rebellious Hereros issued over his 
signature. The following are the terms 
of this extraordinary document: 

“I, the great general of the German 
saidiers letter to the Herero 
nation. The Hereros are wo ‘vnger 
They have murdered 
and ro , they have cut off the ears 
and noses and other menvbers of 
wounded soldiers, and now they are too 
cowardly to fight. I say to the people: 
Wioscever brings one of the captains 
26 a prisoner to one of my stations 
shail receive 1000 marks ($250,) and for 
Se:nuel Maherero I wi!i pay 300 marks 
($1250.) The Herero nation must now 
leave the couniry. If the people do it 
not I will compel them with the big 
tube (presumabiy guns are meant.) 
Within the German frontier every 
Herero with or without a rifle, with 
or withoyt cattle, will be shot. I will 
not take over any more women and 
children. But I will elither drive them 
back to your people or have them fred 
on. These are my words to the nation 
of the Hereros. 

“The great general of the Mighty 
Emperor, Von Troiha.” - 

This proclamation has eroused «4 
storm of indignation in Germany, and 
when the general committed the fur- 
ther indiscretion of ribing the blame 
for the renewed activity of the Hereras 
io Prince Von Buelow. the imperial 
Chancelior, in ordering tie repeal, his 
retention in military command became 
Impoasible. 
The Cape Colony's Attitude. 

In view of German criticism on the 
attitude taken by the government of 
“ape Colony in regard to the rebilion, 
a clear statement hes been made in 
the London press by a former member 
of the colonial Cabinet now visiting 
England. He states thai from the first 
the Cape government had recognized 
the seriousness of the situation in view 
of South Africa's immense native 
viation. The main danger to 
guarded agains! was the spread of the 
trouble Into British Africa, and the 
causing thereby of a genera! conflagra- 
tlon among the who'e tribe of Hereros. 
This would have resulted for certain 
if the Cape goverment had in any way 
associated iteelf with the German 
arms. Quiet has been rved only 
by maintaining a neutral atiltude, An 
intimation was given to the Germans 
that they must not cross the border 
under arma, and the natives in revolt 
were warned that should they cross 
they would at once be disarmed and 
interned. This policy has been main- 
tained, and with complete success; for 
the natives are keenly alive to their 
rights, and to the limitations of inter- 
colonia! usage, and the fair treamneni 
meted out to them by the Cape gov- 
ernment has confined the disturbance 
to the original area of disaffection, 


Reseve of City Waifs. 


The greatest agency in the world 
for rescuing street waifse is undoubt- 
edly conducted by Dr. Bernardo in 
Engiand. At the outset of his opera- 
tions thie great worker in the cavee of 
philanthropy was assailed with the 
usual carping criticism about “profia- 
ble charity” and «0 on. But unasaail- 
abie facts and figures have long since 
slienced such eé@ttacke. These show 
that duri forty years nearly sixty 
thousand children have been rescued 
from cruelty, crime, and pauperisem. 
These all have been carefuly educated, 
taught indusirie! pureuits where possi- 
ble, and then placed ous in life under 
careful end continuous supervieion. No 
fewer than 16,800 have been sent out 
to Britieh colonies (mostiy to Canada.) 
where the faliures have numbered on'y 
2 per cent., all the others attaining 
honest independence in iands where 
there is work for every willing pair of 
hands. Today, Dr. Bernardo has un- 
der hie care in his various establish- 
ments over 850 children, and the regu- 
lar rescue work brings in on an aver- 
age every day thirteen newly found 
street wanderers found to heve ho 
proper homes or home supervision. The 
proud boast of this wonderful institu- 


tion, inecribed @6 motto along the 
front of the head offices in Stepney 
Causeway, London, te—“No destitute 


children ever refused admission.” Thi 
rule has never been broken. hatever 
may be the state of the finances, there 
is no walting list. A homeless child 
has only to apply at the gates, or to 
be applied for; then, if real destliution 
be proved, kt at once shares In the full 
benefite of the institution. Investiga- 
tions are, of course, carried out by 
trained experis to make sure that un- 
ecrupulous parents are not simply rid- 
ding themselves of financial responsi- 
bility. But meanwhile the waif is fed, 
housed, and generally looked after. 
Submarine Signaling. 

Further trials In the Interesting new 
development of signaling at sea by 
means of submerged bells are reported 
from England. The resulte attained by 
the lightehips off New York Harbor in 
coUperation with Incoming mail steam- 
ers, have already been described in this 
column. On the other side of the Ai- 
lantic the experiments were conducted 
on board the lighthouse yacht Irene in 
communication with the jiighitship sta- 
toned on the North Goodwin shoals, 
scene of many lamentable ship- 
wreck. The pneumatic signa) bell was 
suspended from the lightship twenty 
feet under water. The Irene wae fitted 
with transmitters, which received the 
signals and passed them on automati- 
cally to a telephone apparatus fixed in 
the chart room. For a vessel of smal! 
draught like the Irene three miles was 
fixed as the test limit. At this distance 
the signals given by the bel! were dis- 
tinectly heard, and the direction whence 
they emanated could be readily noted. 
As @ matter of curiosity. rather than 
as @ further test. the telephone was 
again broughi into use at distances of 
four and a helf to five miles. as the 
Irene sieamed away from the lightship 
toward Margate, after the trie! had 
been successfully concluded: and at 
these greater distances the eignals 
could still be distinctly heard. In the 
case of large steamers, where the 
transmitters can be placed from eight- 
een to twenty feet below the water 
line, the signals have been heard an 
located at over eight miles. 


The Japanese Untruthful. 

Notwithstanding the policy of ‘deceit 
and prevarication adopted by the Jap- 
anese War Department toward even 
ite own people, ae well as the outside 
world, in regard to the losses sustained 
in batties on land and sea, the truth 
is leaking out which shows that Japan 
has not come out of these conflicts in 
such fine «hape as she would have the 
general public believe. It now transe- 
pires, for instance, that the converted 
cruiser Pippin was so badly damaged 
by the shells of the Russian warships 
in the battle of the Sea of Japan that 
it was found necessary to run the ves- 
sel ashore to save her from being a 
total loss. Knowledge of such disas- 
ters as this coming afier the official 
reports given t by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, in which tt le made to appear 
that they ceene out of the conflict with 
practically mo loss or damege at all, 
does not tend to enhance respect or 
confidence in the future dealings of 
that power with other nations, It will 
give rise to the entirely just and ra- 
tional euepicion that a nation which jn- 
duiges in such unwarantable and wn- 
necessary trickery and falsification in 
time of war cannot be trusted in a time

AUTOMOBILE MACHINE GUN.” 


A Weapon That Possesses Many Ad 
vantages Over Arms of a 
Similar Type. 

[Boston Transeript:) The Rexer ma- 
chine gun, which has been accepted 
by Denmark and Japan, is really 4% 
shoulder arm, and resembies a large 
rifle of the ordinary type. Its weight 
is about seventeen and one-half 
pounds, and while this ts considerable 
in comparison with that of the com- 
mon rifle, it is a vast decrease from 
the sixty pounds of the other machine 
guns. operation of the weapon is 
very simple. The gunner lies fat on 
the ground with the stock 
against bis right shoulder. Two legs, 
forming a support, are attached near 
the muazsie end of the outer casing and 
the special joints with which these are 
rrovided permit the weapon to be 
trained into any position and to be 
elevated or depressed withim generous 
limits. When not in use the supports 
are folded back against the barrel. The 
cartridges, contained in curved clips 
or magazines in batches of twenty-five. 
are fed into the top of the breech Gas- 
ing by the left hand of the gunner. A 
single pull of the trigger, and the 
twenty-five cartridges in one clip are 
Ciecharged in less than two seconds. 
A rate of 300 shots a minute can be 
maintained with little trouble, end as 
the supporting legs and a perforated 
casing surrounding the barrel proper 
obviate any handling of the same, th® 
gunner is not trobuied with the heat- 
ing of the weapon. The position of the 
operator—fiat on the ground—affords 
the greatest protection with minimum 
“cover.” and this, together with the in- 
ability of an enemy to distinguish 
the Rexer gun, even at short distances, 
from an ordinary rifle, gives this type 
of weapon a preponderating advantage 
over many other kinds of rapid fre 
guns. Among other advantages claimed 
for the Rexer machine gun is its con- 
vertibility by a simple process into a 
single-shot rifie, by which it becomes 
for deliberate shot-by-shot 
fire jike an ordinary rifie or carbine.

DEATH IN A PISTOL DUEL IN SAN

SAN JACINTO, Sept. 4—[Exclusive 
'Dispatch.] Willlam Dayton, a line 
foreman employed by the Home Tele- 
phone Company, was slain at 6:30 
o'clock tonight by Jack Meek, a laborer 
and a character well known to the po- 
lice in Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties. 

Meek a few days ago was discharged 
from the employ of the company by 
Dayton. Since that time he had har- 
bored, it is said, the most intense ill- 
will against the dead man. Since his 
discharge both men have gone heavily 
armed. Tonight Dayton rode into San 
Jacinto at the close of his day's work 
and encountered Meek in the rear of 
Shaver & Spence’s hardware store. 
An eye-witness to the affray stated to 
The Times correspondent tenight that 
Dayton was the first to draw a fire- 
arm. Treated words were exchanged 
between the two, culminating in 4 
rapid discharge of four shots into the 
body of Dayton. 

Almost instantaneous death was oc- 
casioned by a ball in Dayton's 
right eye. Meek gave h f up to 
Congtable Tanner, 

Physicians were hurriedly called to 
attend Dayton, but to no avail. The 
dead man was 30 years of age. 
Behind tonight's tragedy lies a ro- 
mance of intense interest to residents 
in the vicinity of San Jacinto. It is 
believed that the real inception of the 
difficulties existing between Meeks and 
Dayton is the widow of the dead man. 
San Jacinto people generally express 
the opinion that considerable jealousy 
was harbored in the heart of Dayton 
because of the alleged infatuation of 
Meek toward the former’s wife. While 
nothing authentic can be obtained re- 
garding Meek’s discharge, it is believed 
to be a fact that personal animosity 
rulel Dayton’s action. 

For the past four days San Jacinto 
has been upon the qui vive in anticipa- 
tien af trowble between these men. The 
terrible affray of tonight was not be- 
yond the realm of expectancy. How- 
ever, immediately following the shoot- 
ing. the entire community gathered 
about the form of the dead man and 
hundreds followed the officers, who 
conveyed Meek to the City Jail, not 
without some degree of difficulty for 
fear of mob violence. 

Sheriff P. M. Coburn of Riverside 
hastened to the scene and will attend 
the inquest before the justice of the 
peace of that city tomorrow morning 
at & o'clock.

Mewican Money Now Stable, 
Says Jian Creel. 


Captain of Industry from 
Chihuahua Here. 


Zine Mines to Fore; Riches 
of Peruvian Andes, 


Among the guests at the Nadeau to- 
Gay are Juan A. Creel of Chihuahua, 
brother of Hon. Enrique Creel, Gover- 
nor of that State, and one of the lead- 
ing financiers of Mexico, and J. D 
McKenzie, a well-known mining man 
of Mexico. Mr. Creel is himself one of 
the great captains of industry in the 
southern republic. He is the general 
manager of the Banco Minero, the ®ftate 
bank at Chihuahua, and also of the 
Compafiia Industrial Mexicana, which 
operates immense machine shops and a 
foundry at Chihuahua, besides being 
interested in many other lines of busi- 
ness. Hundreds of men are employed 
in the shops alone, and the amount 
and variety of work turned out would 
astonish those who know little or noth- 
ing of Mexico, and imagine the country 
to be dependent upon the United States 
or Europe for machinery of all kinds, 

Mr. Creel ie accompanied by his 
family, he having come here for his 
wife's heaith. This is his first visit 
to Southern California, and yesterday 
he expressed himself as being well 
pleased with the little he had been 
able to see in the few hours he had 
been Im the city. He will remain a 
month or six weeks, spending most of 
his time at one of the beaches. 

MEXICO I8 PROSPEROUS. 

“Mexico is enjoying the utmost pros- 
perity today,” said Mr. Creel yester- 
day. “The establishment of the new 
financial system has brought about 
much good. The silver peso is now 
worth 50 cents in gold instead of its 
former fluctuating price of forty 
forty-five cents or thereabouts. Ex- 
change on the United States can be had 
in Chihuahua at $2.02 silver for $1 in 
gold, the two cents representing the 
bank's expenses and profit. The change 
is decidedly for the benefit of Mexico, 

“No, there is positively no founda- 
tion whatever for the stories that 
President Diaz is considering retire- 
ment,” said Mr. Creel, in answer to 
a question. “The people would neve 
listen t© such a thing. His services 
are far too valuable to lose. . 
the President is far advanced in years, 
but he is as vigorous as ever, and his 
mentality is unimpaired. He is greatly 
beloved by all Mexico. 

“Chihuahua is growing. The enrel- 
ter planned by the trust is assured. 
the only delay being over the site. The 
owners of the land needed are rrw'i- 


ranged otherwise, condemnation pro- 
ceedings can be undertaken under the 
law. Chihuahua is one of the best noa- 
sible locations for a smelter. ac it ‘s 
right in the heart of great mining dis- 
tricts. The Stillwell ratiroad wa 
it Into close touch with the great mines 
of Western Chihuahua, Sinaloa and the 
Pacific Coast. 

MAILROAD WILL BUILD. 
“The Stillwell Railroad is going 
right ahead, building from Chihuahuas 
in both directions.

COL GREENE IN MEXICO.

CHIHUAHUA’S ZINC MINES. 
Mr. McKenzie, who accompanies Mr. 
Creel, is engaged in exploiting large 
deposits of zinc uncovered by him near 
San Sostenec, some seventy miles east 
of the city of Chihuahua on the line 
of the Stillwell Railroad. Here he has 
a bonanza in a much-wanted metal 
commanding a high price In the Amer- 
jean markets and which, under the 
present ruling of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, comes in free of all duty, except 
upon such lead as it may contain. To 
get in it, i is first treated so as to 
extract all of the large percentage of 
lead contained in it, when first taken 
from the earth. 
Mr. McKenzie's lucky strike was 
made only three months ago. Before 
that the ground had been worked by 
others for lead, while the more valu- 
able deposit lay untouched. With the 
ore body penetrated only 150 feet. Mr. 
McKenzie has already made a num- 
ber of large shipments to the Kansas 
smelters at Gas, Kinney and Iola, and 
is increasing hie output steadily. The 
smelted zinc brings $5.75 per 1000 pounds 
in St. Louis. The Chihuahua prod- 
uct t* a Carbonate and is considered 
superior to the sulphide ores. 
At present there are three veins 
opened. They are from six to ten feet 
wide with walls of lime, between seven 
and eight feet thick intervening. Sixty 
men are employed at present. The lead 
extracted is now being thrown on the 
dump, but it will be a valuable asset 
when the smelter opens at Chihuahua. 
Last Thureday the Stillwell road com- 
pleted its line to the mine so thaf the 
ore will go directly by rail to Kan- 
sas, via El Paso. 

IN PERUVIAN ANDES. 

Mr. McKenzie is a well traveled man ( 
and last year he visited the famous 
Cerro del Pasco mines tn the Peruvian 
Andes, 15,000 feet above sea level, owned 
and operated by J. B. Haggin of 
San Francieco and the Hearst estate, 
where a partner of his is building a 
einelter.
